hington, Merch 6.—On the eve 
of whet friends of the administration 
have planned as the final fight to end 
agitation in the house over the ques- 
tion of armed merchant ships, debate 
on the subject broke out on the house 
floor late today and continued hotly 
for more than-an hour. When it was 
over, there seemed to-be more of a 
partisan alignment than at any time 
since the issue arose. 

Representative Mann of Illinois, the 
republican leader, and Representative 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin, republican mem- 
bers of the rules committee, gave no- 
tice that they would oppose tomorrow 
the rule under which it is proposed to 
table the McLemore warning resolu 
tion after ninety minutes of debate 
on the rule and four hours’ discussion 
of the resolution. On the other hand, 
Chairman Flood, of the foreign affairs 
committe, who has ‘been understood 
personally to favor a warning resolu- 
tion, voiced an appeal to all patriotic 
congressmen to stand by the presi- 
dent. 

Realizing the task ahead of them, 
the administration whips sent out calls 
to all absent democrats within reach 
to hurry to Washington in time for the 
vote tomorrow. The president’s’ sup- 
porters believe that a large majority 
of the democrats, as well as many re- 
publicans, will stand together to put 
through the rule and kill the McLe- 
more resolution. There will be formid- 
able opposition, both in and ‘out of . 
party, however, and the influence

Congressmen Confer With Bryan. 
Fourteen representatives and two 
senators met at lunch today with Mr.

Speakers on both sides of the warn- 
ing question were applauded during to- 
day’s debate until it was difficult to 
determine which sentiment was the 
stronger. When Mr. Mann, vigorously 
protesting that the question never 
should have been thrown into the house 
and criticising Americans for taking 
passage on armed ships, expressed the 
hope that such an act would never 
draw the country into war, he was 
cheered heartily by the whole house, 

Gardner Precipitated Debate. 

Representative Gardner, of Massachu- 
setts, precipitated the debate after 
working unsuccessfully all day to have 
the rules committee pave the way for 
a direct vote on a warning resolution. 

The first step toward getting the Mc-

B MEN GREMATED 


When Tub of Disinfecting 
Fluid Explodes in El Paso 
Jail—Alleged Prisoner 
Threw Match Into Explo- 
sive Fluid. | 


El Paso, Texas, March 6.—Six pris- 
oners lost their lives and probably 
forty others were seriously burned in 
the city jail today in a fire caused by 
the exploding of a large tub contain- 
ing a solution of gasoline and kero- 
sene used for exterminating germ- 
carrying vermin. In their first re- 
ports jail officials attributed the ex- 
plosion to the deliberate act of a pris- 
oner in throwing a lighted match into 
a container holding the explosive 
fluid. 

Most of the victims were locked in 
cells surrounding the bath quarters 
where the fire started. The prisoners 
were unable to escape the blinding 
sheet of flame that followed the ex- 
Pplosion and those who were rescued 
were found unconscious and terribly 
burned. The cries of agony sent =| 
by the men were heard by a large| 
crowd which had been attracted to the 
jail. 

About fifty prisoners 
out unharmed and placed in quarters 
removed from the bathhouse, The fire 
department, quartered in the same

building, quickly extinguished the 
fire and, with the assistance of five} 
doctors, rendered aid to the burned 
men. 

Mayor Lea has ordered an investi- 
gation to determine the cause of the 
fire. 

H. G. Bagby, a trusty, tonight named 
H. M. Cross as the man who struck 
the match which started the fire. 
Cross was under arrest for vagrancy. 
He died of his injuries, 

When the burst of flame blew out 
the windows and doors a number of 
victims dashed into the streets on fire 
from head to foot. One of the victims, 
a veritable torch, plunged through 
jagged remains of a window pane and 
gained the jail roof, where he expired. 
A number of the pisoners were blinded.

POTTON CROP WILL 
BE SMALL IN 1916 


Commissioner: of Agricul- 

ture Reports That Georgia 

Farmers Are Following 

Diversification Program. 
e..

While the cotton plantings of 1916 in 
Georgia may consume more acreage 
than the plantings of last year, the re- 
sultant crop will not be much larger, 
if any, than that of 1915, according to 
Commissioner of Agriculture James D. 
Price. 

Moreover, he urges that the farmers 
of Georgia hold their cotton plantings 
down this spring, and continue to lay 
stress upon diversified farming. A large 
cotton crop next fall, believes Mr. 
Price, would have disastrous results. 

Mr. Price’s opinion that the cotton 
crop of Georgia this year will again 
be a comparatively small one is based 
not only upon observations he has made 


during recent trips about the state, | 
where he finds the farmers following a! 
diversification program, but is based. 
also on the number of tons of fertilizer | 
sold, as indicated by the tags which 
have been sold by the department dur- 
ing the months of January and Febru- 
ary, 1916, as compared with sales in 
the corresponding periods of the two’) 
preceding years. 
Fertilizer Is Inferior. 

Although the sales of the first two 
months of 1916 exceed the sales for the 
first two months of 1915, Mr. Price de- 
clares that the quality of the fertilizer 
is inferior, and will not be so product- 
ive, and gives other reasons to offset 
the increase. 

Below are the comparative figures on 


‘vestigated. 


meal for the first two months of the 
last two years and the present year. 
The figures in each instance represent 
the number of tags sold by the depart- 
ment, each tag representing a ton of 
fertilizer or a ton of cotton seed meal 
sold in the state of Georgia. The table 
follows: 
January and Cotton Seed 
Meal Tags. 
39,906 
43,460 
31,266 

It will be noted that the sale of fer- 
tlizer in Georgia for the first two 
months of 1914 was about four times 
as large as the sales for the first two 
months of 1915. The reduction of the 
cotton plantings and production in 
1915, of course, is history. 

On the other hand, the sales of fer- 
tilizers in Georgia for the first two 
months of 1916, as indicated by .the 
figures amount to approximately twice 
as much as in the same period of 1915. 
Mr. Price declares, however, that from 
these figures the amount of the com- 
ing cotton crop cannot be figured upon 
the same basis as the reduction in 
the 1915 crop. The reason for this is 
that the fertilizer now upon the market 
is of such inferior quality that its 
power of production is greatly under 
that of the fertilizer sold in 1914's first 
months, by reason of the shortage in 
potash.

Stock Is Exhausted. 
“In 1915." says Mr. Price, “the fer- 
tilizer manufacturers had on hand a 
stock of potash, which was used in the 
1915 fertilizers. Now, howéver, the 
stock is completely exhausted and it

MEETINGS OF PROBERS 
TO BE OPEN TO PUBLIC 


Councilman J. N. Renfroe 
Is Charged With Having 
Purchased Supplies for His 
Own Use on the City Con- 
tract. 


Council yesterday authorized the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate 
charges against Councilman J. N. Ren- 
froe, W. E. Chambers and others en- 
gaged in the recent newspaper contro- 
versies growing out of the personal dif- 
ficulties between Councilman Renfroe 
and Hardy Padgett last Wednesday. 

A resolution authorizing the appoint- 
ment of such a committee was intro- 
duced into council by Alderman Thom- 
son. His resolution named five mem- 
bers of the general council as the com- 
mittee. This feature of the resolution 
was objected to by Councilman John- 
son, of the sixth ward, who stated that 
he desired the committeemen to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor pro tem. On 
putting the amendment to a vote it was 
carried. 

Committee Appointed. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Armistead appointed 
a committee of two aldermen and three 
councilmen to form a board of inquiry. 
They accepted the appointments. The 
men forming the board are as follows: 
Aldermen Dunlap, chairman, Sea- 
wright, Councilmen Dolvin, Freeman of 
the third and Ashley. 

In introducing his resolution Alder- 
man Thomson stated he thought the 
matter should be thoroughly § investi- 
gated. He remarked that the public 
were not aware of the true situation, 
having only the accounts in the news- 
papers. He said he thought Councilman 
Renfroe was entitled to a full and 
complete investigation of the whole af- 
fair. His standing as a member of 
council was blackened by the affair, 
and he should be given a chance to 
show his side. 

Councilman Johnson, of the _ sixth 
ward, seconded the resolution, stating 
that he favored it with the changes in 
the appointment. This was agreed to 
by Alderman Thomson. The matter 
was put to a vote and carried. Council- 
man Johnson declared that he felt Mr. 
Renfroe was due a chance to appear 
before council or the committee and 


fully state the case. 
Charges Against Renfroe. 

The resolution provides that yf 
charges against Mr. Renfroe relative to 
his having bought supplies on the city 
contract be fully and thoroughly in- 
The city attorney is re- 
quired to give such legal advice as may 
be necessary. Funds of $500 are set 
aside for the use of the committee In 
subpoenaing witnesses in the investiga- 
tions, the employment of stenographers 


and all othegmexpenses in connection 
with the proceedings. All sessions of 


the examining board will be open and. 


the public will be allowed to attend. 
Following the completion of their work 
they are to submit a report of their 
findings to council. 

The resolution will be brought before 
the board of aldermen at their next reg- 
ular meeting on Thursday. Following 
its passage by them the mayor’s signa- 
ture is necessary and the board will 
then be ready to hold their first meet- 
ing. It is very probable that the first 
session wilt be held next Monday, 
either in the afternoon or at night. The 
time and place will be decided on by 
the members of the board. 


Husband Dared Her 
To Attempt Suicide, 
States Mrs. Gordon 


Woman Sent to Grady Hos- 

pital After Drinking Car- 
bolic Ac-id— Gordon De- 
clares Wife Took Poison 
to Scare Him. 


Claiming that her husband had mis- 
treated her and dared her to take car- 
bolic acid in an attempt to commit 
suicide, Mrs. T. C. Gordon, aged 24, res- 
ident of 17 East Cain street, *wallowed 
a quantity of the acid at the residence 
early Monday night, and as a result is 
in the Grady hospital in a serious con- 
dition. 

When physicians and officers nevived 
at the Cain street residence they found 
Mrs. Gordon lying on a bed in her room. 
They immediately administered emer- 
gency treatment, to counteract the ef- 
fect of the poison, and rushed her to 
the Grady hospital. 

At the residence Mrs. Gordon stated 
in the presence of the physicians and a 
Constitution reporter that her husband 
had ill treated her, and that she had 
gone to a drug store and secured the 
acid for the purpose of attempting sui- 
cide. She further stated that her hus- 
band had dared her to drink it, and she 
had accepted the dare. 

Gordon, who was in the room at the 
time the physicians arrived, denied the 
charges matie by his wife, stating that 
she had taken the acid to scare him.

BRANDEIS FOUGHT 
BY PROH! FORCES 


Dr. Cannon, Representing 
Anti-Saloon League, Ob- 
jects to Confirmation Be- 
cause of Brandeis’ Attitude 
Toward Liquor Question. 


Washington, Mafch 6.—The Rev. 
James Cannon, Jr., of Virginia, chair- 
man of the legislative committee of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
protested against confirmation of 
Louis D. Brandeis’ nomination to the 
supreme court today before the sen- 
ate investigating committee because 
of statements made by Mr. Brandeis 
in 1891 when he was counsel for the 
-Protective Liquor Dealers’ association 
and the New England Brevers’ asso- 
ciation before the’ Massachusetts legis- 


ish steamship Principe de Asturias has 
been sunk -by striking a rock. She 
went to the bottom in five minutes. 
Kighty-six members of the crew and 
fifty-seven passengers have. been 
brought to Santos. 

The survivors were brought to San- 
tos by the French steamer Viga. A 
Spanish steamship is standing by. 

The Principe de Asturias went down 
off Sebastiao Point, 
tremity of the island of that name, 
near the entrance to Santos Day. 


The Principe de Asturias was en- 
gaged in the passenger service between 
Barcelona and Brazil. The last re- 
ports of her movements are of her de- 
parture on her previous trip eastward. 
She passed Gibraltar February 4 on her 
way from Buenos Aires to Barcelona. 

She was a large and comparatively 
new vessel. Her gross tonnage was 
8.371, her length 460 feet, her beam 
58 feet and depth 29 feet. She was 
built at Port Glasgow in 1914 and 
owned by the Pinillos, Izquierdo y Cia, 
of Cadiz, Spain. 


445 Persons Are Missing. 

London, March 6.—A Lloyd’s dispatch 
from Santos says that 338 passengers 
and 107 members of the crew of the 
Principe de Asturias are missing. The 
steamer. was.wrecked yesterday off 
Sebastiao Point, the ‘western extremity 
of the island of that name, near the 
entrance to Santos bay. 


Rio Janeiro, March 6.—It is feared 
here that over 400 livés have been lost 
by the sinking of the Spanish steam- 
ship Principe de Asturias. The steam- 
er remained afloat only a short time 
after striking a shoalpoff San Sebas- 
tiao, and there was little time for the 
escape of pass@mgers and crew in the 
boats. Steamefs have gone out to 
‘search for additional survivors, 148 of 
the passengers and crew having al- 
ready been landed at Santos. 


Buenos Aires, ‘March 6.—The agents 
of the Spanish trans-Atlantic line have 
received reports that About 100 persons 
lost their lives in the sinking of the 
steamship Principe de Asturias off the 
coast of Brazil. Details of the disas- 
ter, however, are lacking.

— so that men may obey them, 
etc. 

“It occurred to us.” said Dr. Can- 
non, “that the fact that Mr. Brandeis 
should have appeared before a legisla- 
tive committee as the paid lobbyist of 
the liquor traffic would not look well 
in a bio ny.”

GAINS BY GERMANS: 
VERDUN REGION 
AND IN CHAMPAGNE. 


Paris Admits That the 
Crown Prince’s Infantry 
Has Captured Forges Vil- 
lage, Nine Miles North- 
west of Verdun. 


PART OF FRENCH TRENCH 
TAKEN IN CHAMPAGNE 


The German Advances, 
However, Are Not of Char- 
acter to Alter the Situation. 
French Confident of Out- 
come at Verdun. 


London, March 6.—Further advances 
by the Germans in the Verdun region 
and in Champagne are told of in the 
latest French official communication, 
which, however, also records successes 
in repelling a German attempt to de- 
bouch further from a captured posi- 
tion, the driving of the Teutons out of*” 
a trench they had taken and the ham- 
mering with the French big guns of 
German organizations. 

After having vigoorusly shelled the 
region between Bethincourt and the 
Meuse, the Germans, in a strong infan- 
try attack, captured the village of 
Forges, about 9 miles northwest of Ver- 
dun. Not satisfied with the gain, they 
several times essayed to debouch from 
the village against the Cote de L’Oie, 
but the French, in counter attacks, 
forced them back into the village and 
held them there. 

In Champagne the right and left 
flamks of the French were attacked by 
the Germans in the region between 
Mont Tetu and Maisons de Champagne. 
At the former point the French fire 
kept the Germans to thelr trenches, but 
near Maisons de Champagne they suc- 
ceeded in occupying a small section of 
a French attack. 


FRENCH DESTROY 
GERMAN POST. 


In the Argonne the French blew up 
}near Courtes Chaussees a German post . 
with a mine and captured a of 
the crator. Near Haute Chavauchee. 
the Germans eprang two mines, ) 
later entered the French trenchés 
several points. Counter attacks, ho 
ever, drove them out, and the French 
also occupied a portion of the “mine 
crater. 

Except for the infantry attacks at 
Forges, the guns on both sides in the 
Verdun region have been doing all the 
work. To the southwest of Metz, near 
Pont-a-Moussons, the French artillery 
has heavily damaged German positions. 

The Russians, under cover of the fire 
of their fleet, at last have been able 
to make a landing on the Black sea 
coast to the east of Trebizond, captur- 
ing the towns of Atina and Maprava 
and driving off the Turks who opposed 
them. Two officers and 280 men were 
taken prisoner and two guns and a 
quantity of munitions were captured. 

Considerable fighting between the 
Russians and the Germans has taken 
place in northwest Russia, the Russian 
artillery smashing German trenches in- 
the Riga sector and dispersing scout- 
ing parties in the vicinity of Fried- 
richstadt. 

Owing to the heavy rains and. ava- 
lanches, fighting has almost ceased on 
the Austro-Italian front. 


FRENCH ABSORBED 
IN VERDUN BATTLE. 


Paris, March 6.—The French continue 
to be absorbed in the situation around 
Verdun.

The Russian Black sea fleet is extend- 
ing its operations far to the westward 
of Trebizond and has bombarded the 
mouth of the Terma river, where a 
fleet of sailing ‘ vessels had taken 
refuge. 

Thirty miles east of the Terma the 
fire of the warships destroyed barri- 
cades and depots and many Turkish 
craft. Along the coast line the Rus- 
sians’during the last few days have 
sunk more than thirty sailing vessels 
laden with war supplies. 

The civil population of Trebizond is 
reported to have stebeigge 4 all left the 
city, those remaining falling victims, 
according to advices received here, to 
the demoralized Turkish soldiery who 
are said to be looting stores and houses 
and creating a reign of terror. 

The Russian front southward of the 
Caucasian theater extends 270 miles. 
Military critics emphasize the caution 
and deliberation which are characteriz- 
ing the advance along this whole front, 
the difficulties of which multiply daily 
with the increasing distance from the 
Russian bases. 

The Russian advance is still 260 miles 
from the nearest point of approach to 
the Bagdad. railway, south of Bitlis, 
namely Ras-El-Ain. 

Russian torpedo boat destroyers have 
bombarded Trebizond, the Turkish sea- 
port on the eastern part of the coast of 
the Black sea, 120 miles northwest of 
Erzerum and have sunk several vessels. 
The Turkish batteries, it is announced, 
replied but without success. 


TERRIBLE REVENGE 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS. 


London. March 6.—The Russian sol- 
diers at Bitlis, according to a Petro- 
grad dispatch to The Morning Post, 
took a terrible revenge on the Turkish 
troops for the cruelty which the Turks 
were alleged to have practiced toward 
the Armenians in that district. 

The correspondent says: 

“A terrible slaughter followed the 
capture of the Turkish positions at Bit- 
lis. The Russian troops had witnessed 
at Van, Mush and many other places 
an appalling sight, the massacre, name- 
ly by Turkish fanatics, of tens of thou- 
sands of Armenian Christian men, wom- 
en and childrén. It was unlikely after 
such deeds that any quarter should be 
given. This colossal killing completed 
the destruction of the Turkish third 


army.” 


HEAVY FIGHTING

RUSSIANS SHELL

“Bastward from Friedrichstadt we 
are able to confirm the success of our 
artillery fire on Genman working par- 
ties. German scouting parties ap- 
proaching our positions between the 
Oldevnietz and Sussey rivers were dis- 
persed by our rifle fire. Fighting for 
the possession of mine caters continues 
on the Dvinsk position near Tlloukst. 

“Caucasian front: Our treops landed 
under the cover of an intense support- 
ing fire from the fleet and occu led on 
the night of March 4 the town o Atin 
on the Black sea coast to the east o 
Trebizond. Deploying rapidly south- 
ward, they —— the Turks to evacu- 
ate their positions. 

‘In the coures of the action we took 
as prisoners two officers and 280 men, 
and captured two guns and a quantity 
of artillery ammunition, cartridges and 
rifles, 

“Detachments of our troops, continu- 
ing the pursuit, occupied the village 
of Maprava, midway between Atina and 
Riza, the morning of the 56th.” 


AIR BOMBS DESTROY 
~ AUSTRIAN TROOPS 


Geneva, March 6—Eight hundred 
Austrian soldiers in barracks were 
killed or wounded in the raid made by 
Italian aeroplanes February 19 on the 
city of Laibach, according to informa- 
tion received here today. 


Two high officers of the staff of 
Archduke Eugene, commander-in-chief 
of the Austrian forces operating against 
Italy, are said to have been killed. 

One of the Italian aeroplanes was 
destroyed. 


Laibach is a city about 45 miles east 
of Gorizia and has a population of 
about 30,000. It has been stated that it 
is the headquarters of the Austrian 
army operating against the Italians. 

An official report of the raid given 
out in Rome said that it was in retalia- 
tion for numerous violations of inter- 
national law by the Austrians. It was 
added that the raiding squadron had 
dropped several dozens of grenades and 
bombs on the city. 

An Austrian official statement, re- 
ferring to the same raid, said that it 
was “a lamentable failure.” 


Bulgars Release Americans. 


Washington, March 6.—The three 
Americans, Mrs. Farrell, Miss Mitchell 
and Dr. Henry Forbes, reported to have 
been mistreated and interned by Bul- 
garian authorities in Monastir, have 
been released, according to reports to 
the state department from Lewis Bin- 
stein, special diplomatic agent in the 
Balkans.

ABOUT SUBMARINES 


House Tells Wilson Ger- 
many Believes She Is Jus- 
tified and Means Business. 
German Accusations 
Against Britain Received.

Washington, March 6.—With the ap- 
pendices to Germany’s declaration of 
the new submarine campaign against 
armed merchant ships of her enemies | 
before them, the administration is 
preparing to determine the next move 
of the United States in the negotia- 
tions with the central European pow- 
ers. According to present plans 
diplomatic negotiations on the subject 


troversy in congress. 

Because of the necessity of trans- 
lating some of the documents append- 
ed to the German declaration, Secre- 
tary Lansing and President Wilson 
have not yet had an opportunity to 
consider them in their entirety. All 
the documents probably will be ready 
for their perusal tomorrow. 

Colonel E. M. House, who returned 
from Purope yesterday after visiting 
officials in London, Paris and Berlin 
for President Wilson, is understood 
to have told the president and Secre- 
tary Lansing today that the German 
government believed itself justified in 
its new submarine policy and was not 
bluffing. 

Question Must be Handled Carefully. 

Colonel House is believed to have 
strengthened the view already held 
by both the president and Secretary 
Lansing that the submarine negotia- 
tions must be handled with the great- 
est care if a break with Germany is to 
be avoided, although he reported that 
Germany had no desire for war with 
the United States. He discussed the 
issue frankly with Herr von Jagow, 
the German foreign minister, and Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial 
chancellor. 

Practically all of today was spent 
by the colonel in ‘conferences with 
President Wilson, Secretary Lansing, 
Assistant Secretary Phillips tnd other 
xovernment officials. Some of the 
information he brought back is ex- 
pected to be laid before the cabinet 
tomorrow by the president. 

The appendices of the German 
memorandum arrived at the state de- 
partment today. The Berlin fore‘'gn 
office claims they offered conclusive 
evidence tiat British merchantmen, 
armed extensively for defensive pur- 
poses, have been using their arma- 
ment offensively against German and 
Austrian submarines. ‘They are said 
to include three or four sets of in- 
structions to armed British mer- 
chantmen, including those dated Oc- 
tober, 1915, which recently were made 
sent to this in press dis- 
patches, 

It was authoritatively stated that 
the British government will contend 
that none of the instructions in any 
way violated the assurances given to 
the United States that merchantmen 
— use the armament only for de- 
ense, 


Definition of Defensive Action. 


It seemed clear tonight that the is- 
sue hinges langely on a definition of 
defensive action and defensive arma- 
ment. The British instructions, as pub- 
lished, set forth in effect that the com- 
mander of a British merchantman is 
justified in taking defensive action 
when a submarine approaches within 
torpedo range.

clals find themselves in the position 
of being obliged to accept or reject 
the tentative communication submit- 
ted by Count von Bernstorff and the 
subsequent assurances which were 
asked for. It is known that the latest 
assurances are not regarded as being 
as satisfactory as those originally 
given and which officials consider have 
been somewhat modified by the Ger- 
man declaration.

investment the people of Georgia 
made for any purpose.” 
Editor Loyless Talks. 

Editor Loyless was in Atlanta yester- 
day and was asked by a Constitution 
representative if there was really any 
definite movement on foot to call such 
a convention. 

“Tl don’t know of any,” he replied, 
‘and I don’t suppose there fs. But 
there ought to be. 

“tT don’t mean, either, that we ought 
to hold an anti-lynching cénvention 
exactly, but I do think the best peo- 
ple of Georgia ought to come together 
from every section and discuss, frank- 
ly and patriotically every question that 
so vitally concerns their state; that is 
to say, practically everything except 
politics. 

“It is easy enough to get up a po- 
litical convention, and we are to have 
two of these this year anyway. But it 
seems to me that a etate convention to 
discuss the large and more vital prob- 
lems that confront Georgia might be 
more worth while, and if gone at in 
the right way would accomplish some- 
thing of real and lasting benefit to the 
state, 

“New Moral Constitution.” 

“The idea I have in mind is some- 
thing in the nature of a constitutional 
convention that will undertake to 
write a new moral constitution for 
Georgia. Not new laws, but a new 
‘spirit’ that will give a new and bet- 
ter interpretation to the laws that we 
have. Of course, if new laws are need- 
ed, such a convention could, most prop- 
erly, suggest them and at the same 
time put behind them a great moral 
force that would not only mean.their 
enactment, but their enforcement. 

“Frankly, however,” said Mr. Loyless, 
“I don’t want to leave the impression 
that the idea of such a convention is 
entirely mine, for it isn’t. I have, sin- 
gly, heard much the same thing dis- 
cussed by leading men from almost ev- 
ery section of Georgia, and the idea 
struck me as a g00d one. 

Something Needs to Be Done. 

“There seems to be a growing senti- 
ment among the coristructive forces of 
Georgia that something needs to be 
done to put Georgia back on the right 
track. They realize that the state has 
been, and is still being, frightfully in- 
jured by the wave of lawlessness that 
has swept over it within the past few 
years, and particularly during the past 
year. There is a feeling that a state- 
wide movement, culminating in a state 
convention to discuss and take action 
on these and other matters of vital 
movement—thug giving definite expres- 
sion to the best thought and sentiment 
of the state, without regard to poli- 
tics or factional interests—would do 


much to set Georgia right before the 
world immediately. 


Enforcement of Prohi Law. 


“Then, there is the question of en- 
forcing the new prohibition law. Near- 
ly every county in the state wants the 
law enforced rigidly, but some coun- 
ties, very frankly, do not. There has 
never been any definite expression 
from the state as a whole, but a state 
convention, to discuss any and all mat- 
ters of vital interest to the state, could 
give such an expression on this ques- 
tion as would be binding on the entire 
state. 

“But there are a lot of other ques- 
tions, besides; there are many things 
that need to be done to redeem Geor- 
gia’s good name and put her in the 
very forefront of the most enlightened 
and progressive states of the union. 

“It seems to me, and to others who 
have discussed this idea with me, that 
there isn’t a public man in Georgia 
from our United States senators and 
governor and ex-governors and future 
governors down, who wouldn’t feel 
that it was his public duty to take 
part in such a convention. I believe 
every active, earnest minister of the 
gospel, every broad-minded, construct- 
ive business man, labor leaders and, 
in fact, everyone who has Georgia’s 
welfare deeply at heart would want to 
take an active part in and contribute 
something of value to the deliberations 
of such a convention. 

“If we were to call a real constitu- 
tional convention tomorrow, the best 
citizens—and all the politicians—in ev- 
ery county in Georgia would vie with 
one another for places as delegates. 
Why, then, shouldn’t they be equally 
willing and anxious to take part in a 
convention that would write a new 
moral constitution for Georgés, one 
that would have more influence on her 
immediate future and affect her history 
to a far greater extent than if they 
met to write a new constitution in fact. 


A Constructive Convention. 


‘It is a well known fact that we do 
little or nothing of value to our state 
in our political conventions; that we 
merely re-hash platforms, nominate 
candidates for office and give a few 
party leaders, here and there, a chance 
to figure a bit. We know, too, just 
what our legislative assemblies amount 
to, and how difficult it is to get them 
to do anything at all that is really 
worth while. But a convention to dis- 
cuss the general good of Georgia, a 
sort of family conference in which ev- 
ery member of the family who is will- 


sound a note and start in motion a 
movement that might easily do more 
for the moral as well as material ad- 
vancement of Georgia than has been 
done all put together in the past ten 
or twenty years.”

“To pass this resolution is to upset 
old and valuable customs and bring 
ridicule and shame upon our country, 
and possibly shed the innocent blood 
of her sons in a useless and preventa- 
ble war. May God guide us in our de- 
liberations as He has guided our fa- 
thers in perils that confronted them in 
days gone by, and may He in His wis- 
dom and goodness, keep us in the paths 
of peace, that our country might lead 
other nations and other people into a 
higher and nobler civilization, and that 
we might yet be of aid in bringing 


peace to the bleeding and tottering 
countries of Europe.”

The second, the 
eight-hour basic work day contem- 
plates‘that eight hours shall be the 
basis for a day’s work and any time 
in excess thereof. shall be paid for as 
overtime, consequently under such a 
provision there is no limit to the hours 
worked. The latter system is the one 
proposed * the train service brother- 
, hoods and is in accord with the action 
itaken by the delegates at the eleventh 
biennial convention of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen.’ 


Means Increased Cost. 


“The proposals of the employees as 
in reality formulated and officially ex- 
plained in the above citation simply 
mean that they shall be paid more 
money than at present for the same 
work they are now doing. The matter, 
therefore, resolves itself primarily into 
a question of wages and consequently 
of increased cost. 

“Applying the proposed demands to 
the present conditions. of work would 
mean an increase rangirig from 12 to 40 
per cent in cost, as the roads would 
be compelled in most cases to con- 
tinue the present hours of operation, 
since changes to escape the payment 
of overtime would cause a higher per- 
centage of increase than the figures 
already given. 

“The railways of the southeast are 
in no condition to stand any increase 
in their operating expenses, much less 
such increases as would result from 
i granting these demands. They already 
pay higher wages to train and engine 
employees than are paid in other sec- 
tions of the country where traffio is 
much more dense, and they have had no 
part in the rate increase which recent- 
ly have been granted by the interstate 
commerce commission to railways in 
other territories. 


Would Wipe Out All Income. 


“Preliminary estimates show that on 
some lines the increases asked by the 
employees would more than wipe out 
all income after payment of operating 
expenses, fixed charges and taxes. The 
railways would be forced either to se- 
cure increases in their rates or to low- 
er their cost of operation by curtail- 
ment of train service and reducing the 
outlay for maintenance and improve- 
ments necessary to meet the transpor- 


tation needs of the rapidly developing 
southeastern territory. 

‘It is understood that the members 
of the brotherhoods have ted over- 
whelmingly in favor of the demands, 
and that announcement of the vote will 
be made in a few days. This is a ques- 
tion in which the whole public has a 
direct and vital interest. The railways 
of the southeast merely ask of the 
public that it inform itself of the real 
nature of the proposed demands, and 
= the ability of the roads to meet 
them.”

SEURETARY OF WAR 


President Wilson Selects 
Former Mayor of Cleveland 
as Successor to Lindley M. 
Garrison. 


Washington, March 6.—Newton D. 
Baker, former mayor of Cleveland, has 
been selected by President Wilson for 
secretary of war. His nomination will 
go to the senate tomorrow, and admin- 
istration leaders expect quick confirma- 
tion so the new secretary may take 
active charge of the war department’s 
plans for army increases and reorgani- 
zation. 

Mr. Baker is a lawyer, and as a 
leader among Ohio democrats, has been 
a warm supporter of the Wilson poli- 
cies since the pre-convention campaign 
in 1912. He has been a close personal 
friend of Mr. Wilson since the latter 
was his instructor years ago at Johns 
Hopkins university, and was offered 
the post of secretary of the interior 
in the original Wilson cabinet, but de- 
clined because he then was mayor. He 
is understood to be in thorough accord 
with the president on the preparedness 
program and foreign questions. 

An offer of the war secretaryship 
was made to Mr. Baker by telegraph 
several days ago after the president had 
spent more than three weeks carefully 
going over a long list of those sug- 
gested to succeed Secretary Garrison. 
Mr. Baker accepted, and upon being 
notified today that he would be nomi- 
nated at once, telegraphed that he 
would be in Washington Thursday. 

Native of West Virginia. 

Mr. Baker is 44 years old. He was 
born in Martinsburg, W. Va., and at the 
age of 25 was appointed private secre- 
tary to Postmaster General Wilson in 
President Cleveland’s cabinet. In 1897 
he began the practice of law at Martins- 
burg. He later moved to Cleveland, 
where he became city solicitor in 1902. 
He held this office for ten years until 
his election as mayor. In 1914 he was 
re-elected mayor for a two-year term. 

Mr. Baker has received degrees at 
Johns Hopkins and Washington and 
Lee universities. 

Mr. Baker has been known for years 
as a leader of the Ohio bar and is 
highly regarded by the president as a 
lawyer. Mr. Wilson wanted the place 
filled by a lawyer, because of legal 
questions constantly arising in the ad- 
ministration of the war department, the 
Philippines, the Panama canal, and 
Porto Rico. 

Mr. Baker is a member of the Ohio 
state democratic committee, and chair- 
man of the executive committee of his 
county committee. He has the record 
of having run for public office in Cleve- 
land during fourteen consecutive years 
without defeat. 

It was understood tonight that the 
new assistant secretary of war will be 
from either the south or east. Among 
the men understood to be considered 
were Bibb Graves, former adjutant gen- 
eral of Alabama, and Lawrence Young, 
adjutant general of North Carolina. 


MUNICIPAL WAREHOUSE 
URGED BY FARLINGER 


Just before the close of council meet- 
ing yesterday, Councilman Farlinger 
introduced an ordinance authorizing 
the establishment of a municipal ware- 
house. The ordinance was read, and 
on motion of Councilman Inman the 
matter was referred to the freight rates 
and transportation committee for their 
consideration. 

In introducing his ordinance, Mr. 
Farlinger stated that he desired action 
on it because of the need for such a 
warehouse for the storage of the city 
property. Cement, being used in the 
various departments of the city, is 
particularly es need of a proper storage 
Place, he stated. 

He read a letter from a property 
owner offering the city the use of his 
warehouse, about two miles from the 
center of town, rent free until Decem- 
ber 31 of this year. This letter was 
from H. (M. Beutell, owner of the prop- 
erty. The house is situated some dis- 
tance from the center of the city. Sev- 
eral of the members of council objected 
to it for that reason. 

Previous to the ordinance of Mr. Far- 
linger an ordinance was introduced 
authorizing the transfer of over $200, - 
000 from various funds for the differ- 
ent departments to the purchasing 
agent, to be used by him for the pury- 
chase of supplies for all departments 
of the city, the object stated being the 
establishment of a central warehouse 
pes After a number of protests had 

een made this ordinance was put to 
a vote and defeated. 

The action of council leaves the 
warehouse situation just where it has 
been for some time past. City sup- 
plies are now being stored at various 
points throughout the city. There 
is no warehouse-keeper since Hardy 
Padgett was removed from his office.

Motives of Mr. Myrick. 

“In conclusion I wish to make two state- 
ments in regard to our local bill. to have 
the mayor of Savannah elected by the peo- 
ple: 

“First. No selfish interest prompts me 
to urge this local bill to have the mayor of 
Savannah elected by the people. If the bill 
should be passed, and the man whom I 
support for mayor should be elected I will 
not be a candidate for any office in the 
gift of the city government. 

“Second. On the night in June, 1915, 
that I was attacked with appendicitis on 
the train en route to Atlanta I had in my 
pocket a bill which provided that in the 
event of the death or resignation of the 
mayor of Savannah his successor should be 
elected by the people. I expected to in- 
troduce that bill during that week. While 
I was in the hospital in Savannah some 
weeks later valled upon not to 
introduce it. and believed that 
its introduction at that time would be 
almost equivalent to handing my friend, 
Richard J. Davant ‘(whose condition was 
critical) his death warrant. Out of con- 
sideration for my friend I abandoned the 
idea.

Attorney for W. M. Harris 


Northern Injunction Case. 


Northern Railway company, in which 
he gave the company’s side of the case 
in the petition of W. M. Harris for a 
receivership for the road. Judge Newt 
Morris, attorney for Harris, has fur- 
nished the following statement: 

“The interview given out by Hon. P. 
S. Arkwright, president of the Atlanta 
Northern Railway company, in Monday 
morhing’s Constitution is at least in some 
respects rather amusing. 

“Honorable Fred Morris and myself, as 
attorneys for W. M. Harris, sued the At- 
lanta Northern Railway company for dam- 
ages for personal injuries and obtained a 
verdict for $2,500. The company 


“In filing the bill of exceptions, the at- 
torneys for the railroad did not comply with 
the law as to the payment of costs; there- 
fore, were not entitled to a supersedeas, 
whicn would prevent the collection of the 
Harris judgment while the cause was pend- 
ing in the higher courts. 

“We had this fi fa. levied on the car barn 
properties, or a portion of them, in Mari- 
etta; the attorneys for the railroad filed a 
bill of injunction to enjoin the pressing of 
said fi fa. or the collection of the same, 
setting out that the properties levied upon 
were bonded, were a necessary part of the 
operation of the railroad, and, for that rea- 
gon, conlid not be levied upon; they also 
raised the question that they’ were titled 
to a supersedeas in the main cause) This 
petition was sworn to by Mr. Arkwright as 
president of the company. 

Win in Supreme Court. ‘a 

“On the hearing of the petition for m™- 
junction, Hon. H, L. Patterson passed an 
order enjoining Harris from proceeding with 
the collection of his fi fa. until the main 
case was finally determined; as attorneys for 
Harris, we excepted to this ruling and car- 
ried the case to the supreme court, and some 
two weeks ago the supreme court reversed 
the trial court, holding that it was error 
to enjoin the collection of the fi fa. This 
left Harris’ judgment without any legal 
obstacle to prevent its collection. 

“President Arkwright had sworn that the 
properties of the company were bonded and 
that a fi fa. could not be levied upon the 
same, The courts have uniformly held that 
property necessary for the operation of a 
railroad could not be levied upon and sold 
separately to satisfy an execution. Ags late 
as the case of Bittick v. Ga., F. & A. Ry. 
Co., 142-Ga., the supreme court rendered a 
decision to the effect that a section house 
was such a necessary part of the operation 
of a railroad that it could not levied 
upon and sold separately from th@ railroad 
and its franchise property. 

“Based on the allegations sworn to by Mr. 
Arkwright in the injunction proceeding filed 
by the company and the rulings of the su- 
preme court, we find a cross-bill for receiver 
in this proceeding, setting out these facts 
and also the fact that Mr. Arkwright, as 
president of the company, had as late as 
February 8, 1916, filed his advance report, 
copy of which 1s attached, with the railroad 
commission, showing that the company had 
lost money in its operation for the year 
1915; he certified that its net earnings for 
that year were $22,147.13, over and above 
operating expenses and taxes, there being 
interest due on its bonds and floating debt 
to the amount of $26,000. The company, 
therefore, lost $3,852.87.

The campaign for governor has begun. 
The announced candidiates are beating the 
south Georgia bushes this week. Gassip 
forecasts another entry, possibly within a 
few days. There is, perhaps, no stopping it 
now, although it was hoped they would all 
rest on their oars at least until the national 
political situation was shaped up in June. 
That would have allowed a good three 
months state campaign—certainly as long a 
one as the people want. 7

But 
they are commonplace; they deal too much 
in broad generalities; they don’t get down 
to the bedrock of Georgia’s real needs. And 
this ig.said with no thought of slightest re- 
flection upon the purposes or intentions of 
the two excellent Georgia gentlemen Who 
are pitted against each othef, or upon those 
of any of the “suspected” candidates for the 
office of governor.

' ABUSE OF PRIVILEGE 


OF RETURNING GOODS, 
WORKS GREAT HARDSHIP 


AP the complaint e by local 


merchants in reference to the abuse by shop- } 


pers of the privilege of returning goods.after 
they have been purchased or oe" out on 
approval, The New York Times es the 
following, showing similar injustice done 
the New York merchants: 


So marked has the abuse of the return 
privilege become in this city that once out 
of every five times a woman buys an article 
in a retail dry goods store she buys some- 
thing that has been purchased previously by 
some other woman and returned to the store 
for no better reason than that she did not 
want it. The authority for this statement is 
an executive of one of the city’s most promi- 
nent stores. 

“It is really shameful,” he said to a Times 
reporter yesterday, “the way the women of 
this city are’taking advantage of the privi- 
lege extended by all reliable stores of re- 
turning merchandise that, for some reason or 
other, is not satisfactory. Even the most 
disinterested observer will admit that the 
average store is very liberal in accepting 
goods that are said by the purchaser to be 
of poor quality or damaged in some way, 
and this liberality is being so imposed on by 
many women, especially those with charge 
accounts, that merchandise good enough to 
be put back in stock is now being returned 
to many of the stores in 20 per cent of the 
purchases made. In certain cases, I have 
heard, the Pp eameil run into an even higher 

ercentage an that. 
. There are many articles which the stores 
will not take back unless actually defective, 
such as infants’ wear, hair combs, boudoir 
caps, etc., but if they were to make this list 
of non-returnable goods as long as it really 
should be, for sanitary and‘ business reasons, 
it would not be long before they found them- 
selves in ‘hot water.’ 

Way to Check Abuse. 

“It is just as obvious that the stores can- 
not afford to throw away, or sell at reduced 
prices, all goods at are sent out on ap- 
proval, or C. O. D. and returned because the 
purchaser has changed her mind or really 
did not want the goods when she bought 
them. It is far-fetched to think that the 
trouble can be cured by legislation, so that 
leaves but one way of checking the abuse. 
That way is showing the women of this city 
and the surrounding territory why they 
should not indulge in it. 

“First of all, let me tell you what hap- 
pens when a woman orders some goods sent 
home C. O. D. and then returns them to this 
store. Twenty-two people handle that pack- 
age from the time the sales check is written 
to the time the goods are put back in stock. 
These twenty-two people are, naturally, paid 
by the store. Therefore, the time of these 
twenty-two people has to be figured into the 
expense of selling, for bitter experience has 
taught the modern store the things it has to 
deal with and the preparations that must 
be made to meet them. To be brief and to 
the point, the handling of these goods by 
the twenty-two employees who have to han- 
dle them increases the cost of the goods to 
the consumer by at least 10 per cent. hat 
is the first point, and one that should strike 
the buying public in its most sensitive spot 
—the pocketbook. 


“The second point is the sanitary side of | 


the return abuse. This is really more im- 
portant than is generally though, and there 
is little question, were proper consideration 


given it by women shoppers, that it. would 


have a marked effect on checking returns. 
Injustice to Employees. 


“as third point is the injustice of the 
abuse to the people who work in the store. 
It has already been pointed out, I think, that 
buying goods and sending them back has a 
direct effect on Keeping down the wages of 
the salespeople. Though these workers are, 
in the great majority, paid salaries, they are 
actually paid on a percentage basis, for the 
salary is based on a certain percentage of 
the sales made. It is apparent, therefore, 
that to increase her earnings the saleswom- 
an must increase her sales. If her time is 
taken up in making sales that do not stay 
made, however, it is plain to be seen that her 
earnings are going to stay right where they 
are. Or her actual sales total may drop to 
such a low point, through no fault of her 
own, that she must be dismissed. 

“Tt is on this point that the average 
woman errs. There are known cases where 
a woman, who has taken up considerable of 
a saleswoman’s time without seeing any- 
thing she really wants, will have something 
sent home C. O. D. in the belief that she has 
given the girl a sale and hel 
if the goods are sent back. ut in reality 
she: has hurt the girl more than she has 
helped her. When the goods come back their 
value is deducted from the sales total of the 
girl, leaving her in exactly the same position 
as if the goods had not left the store. In 
addition to this, she has neepilessly increased 
the work of twenty or more other employees, 
from bundle wrappers to delivery men. It 
would have been much better if the pur- 
chaser had told the girl frankly that she@had 
seen nothing she liked and had left the 
store. 

“There seem to be three classes 9f wom- 
en who are most guilty of the return abuse 
—the woman who shops hastily when she 
really has plenty of time, the woman 
who shops for fun, and the woman 
who shops to impress a_ friend. The 
woman of the first class could help the stores 
by taking more time and buying carefully. 
No sales person wait on a customer too 
long if a bona fidé sale is finally made and 
the customer is satisfied. The woman of the 
second class could help by having all the 
fun she wanted at our expense—that’s a 
chance we all have to take—and then leav- 
ing the store without ordering something 
sent home, later to be returned, as a kind 
of salve for her conscience. ; 

“Tt is hard to see how the third class, the 
‘impressing’ women, could help, unless they 
cut out their bluffing. One is almost tempt- 
ed to say that these women could help by 
staying away from the stores altogether, but, 
after all, I suppose they sometimes do buy 
something they really need. They pay for 
their bluffing in the long run, though, as 
do the shoppers for fun, by paying more for 
the things they buy and keep than they 
would have to if they played more fairly 

th the stores. 

6.3 “In conclusion, let me say that it is im- 
possible to get the average woman to say 
why.she returns things that are not defect- 
ive, and this is probably because she real- 
izes that she has not done the right thing. 
Some time ago a certain store tried to find 
out why C. O. D. and approval packages 
were returned, but got no definite results. 
The store even worked on the assumption 
that the customer was right and that the 
service was wrong somewhere. But when. 
by polite telephone messages or letters, it 
tried to put its finger on the reason the 
goods came back, the only answer it got 
was ‘Please don’t bother me.’ The women 
wouldn't even admit themselves to be in 
the wrong enough to answer ‘Because.’” 
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Court Procedure and Lynching

Daily papers are doing. 
dustry in connection wi 
to the diamond situa ; One of the most 
-annoy examples of misinformation was 
contained in an article entitled “The Hffect 
of the War Upon Diamonds,” originally pub- 
lished in The Los Angeles Times, but which 
has been republished in a number of other 
papers in the far west and credited to the 
first-named journal. The article contained 
some general information and misinforma- 
tion about the situation of the diamond mines 
brought about by the war, the loss of the 
company, etc., and the reasons why diamonds 
have gone up in price since the Brazilian 
output ended and the South African -mines 
began producing. But the most serious mis- 
information as far as its effect: upon the 
jewelry trade is concerned was contained in 
the last paragraph, which reads: 

“The war will compel thousands of fash- 
ionable and wealthy Europeans to sell their 
diamonds and diamonds will probably re- 
cede in value. Even in America the value 
of diamonds has already receded, and pawn- 
brokers will not loa€én on them more than 
half or at most two-thirds of the amount 
that would have been loaned eighteen months 
ago.” 

Of this the first sentence is purely a guess 
on the part of the writer, particularly his 
conclusion that because some Europeans 
may have to sell their diamonds prices will 
So down. So far as we have learned the 
sales of diamonds in Wurope by private 
parties has not been sufficient to .even call 
for any comment in any jewelry journals of 
England or the continent, if there have been 
any sales at all. But the statement that 
“even in America fhe value of diamonds has 
already receded” not only utterly wrong 
and without foundation, but is absolutely at 
variance with the truth, inasmuch as the 
price of diamonds has steadily gone up within 
the past year, the increase ranging from 15 
to 50 per cent, according to the grade and 
size of the diamond. 

The two increases in the price of rough 
recently declared by the syndicate in no way 
represent the full amount of the increase 
in the price of cut goods, inasmuch as mar- 
ket-scarcity has also been a factor in adding 
to the value and putting a practical premium 
on desirable goods with certain character- 
istics. What is more, the difficulty in get- 
ting thevright kind of goods for the American 
market today seems to grow greater instead 
of less, the perils of traveling, the increase 
in insurance rates, the restrictions as to the 
importation and exportation of» diamonds 
from Great Britain, ag well as the recent 
increase in the rate of exchange on Holland, 
and other factors, all tend to increase cost 
and trouble to the importer. These fave 
produced a distinct dearth in diamonds of 
certain sizes and kinds and little relief is 
looked for. It seems now to be the general 
opinion that further increases in the prices 
of ‘rough are likely during the year. 


Difference Between “Physical” 
And Military Training 


Editor Constitution: In a _ special cor- 
respondence from Washington, in The Con- 
stitution of Monday, Mr. Samuel Gompers is 
charged with favoring military training in 
the public schools, in radical contradiction 
to the position recently taken by the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades on that question. 

At no point in the quotation from Mr. 
Gompers oes he favor military training. 
At every point does he emphasize the need 
of physical training. 

There is a vast difference between physi- 
cal training and military training. 

Mr. Gompers and Atlanta’s organized 
workers are in perfect harmony. The At- 
lanta Federation of Trades has been the 
bravest and best champion of moral, men- 
tal and physical training in our public 
schools, and on the poirt of national pre- 
paredness we are also in perfect harmony 
with Mr. Gompers. 

But the organized labor movement of 
Atlanta, Ga., and the republic, is earnestly 
and bitterly opposed to militarism in our 
schools, and will never consent to have 
their children prostituted to the blind obe- 
dience principle which is the keynote to 
military training, in school or out of school.

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The Flag and the Schools. 


Editor Constitution: Some weeks ago 
there appeared in The Constitution an edito- 
rial commending the action of the Virginia 
legislature in passing a law whereby the 
American flag shall float above every school- 
house in the state. 

This timely article brought back memo- 
ries of a time in my native state of Illinois 
when a small number of women decided that 
the youth of the commonwealth should have 
a constant and practical lesson in patriotism 
by the presence of “Old Glory” above the in- 
stitutions of learning throughout the length 
and breadth of the state. 

Patriotic teachers joined in the move- 
ment, sermons were preached form the pul- 
pits and long before the legislature of the 
state passed a law requiring the flag to 
appear above the public school, the women 
had virtually covered the state with the na- 
tion’s emblem. 

‘ Having seen the flag floating above some 
of the schoolhouses of Georgia, while others 
were bare of the beautiful stars and stripes, 
the writer addressed an inquiry to the state 
superintendent of education, asking infor- 
mation concerning Georgia’s attitude toward 
our country’s emblem. A courteous reply 
from Mr. Brittain revealed the fact that 
there is no legislation concerning the rais- 
ing of the United States flag above the 
schoolhouses of Georgi@p the matter being 
entirely a question of local sentiment. The 
superintendent, however, advanced the hope 
that the women’s clubs of the state would 
see fit to make this a subject of discussion. 
and that public sentiment be awakened to 
the point where legislation would naturally 
follow. 

The other day a group of women, official- 
ly known as the Women’s Third Ward Civic 
Club of Atlanta, in a burst of patriotism, de- 
cided to take up this important problem and 
Senge a solution which would be pleasing 
to all. 

Believing that their own community 
should be the starting point, the women 
made a plan whereby the school principals 
and the Parent-Teacher associations shall 
share in the ‘honor of introducing this enter- 
prise, a committee of five women, one woman 
for each of the five public schools of the 
third ward, were appointed to take up the 
flag question with the schools and in this 
way start the wave of enthusiasm, which. 
it is hoped, will spread until the grand old 
state of Georgia, fitly named the Empire 
State of the South, shall see the folds of “Old 
Glory,” the flag of peace and prosperity,

| catalogs, and it is not my purpose to write 


about what you will find in the catalogs.. 


Rather it is my idea to show you the general — 
work for good citizenship that is being done — 


by these schools for a select body of girls 
and boys—those who will constitute the back- 
bone of Georgia tomorrow, the intelligent 
and energetic farmer. 

The district schools are manned by men 
who are capable in their lines of educational 
work, and fired with an enthusiasm to train 
agricultural Georgia. In their work of train- 
ing a boy to make a good farmer, they never 
lose the idea that they have the chance, and 
it is their duty along with that work to train 
him into a good citizen, with a proper sense 
of the relative value of character and indus- 


‘try and book learning. 


You may go to almost any one of the. 


eleven district schools. and ask the princi 
what his school is doing fer your boy, and he 
will tell you: ; 

“Of course, your boy came here for the 
book learning we can give him. we are mak- 
ing him prepare his lessons, we are helping 
him to understand them by our work in the 
classroom—if you wish to see what he is get- 
ting from the books, look at them. But we 
don’t let him get the idea that book learning 
is the only thing, or even the main thing. We 
teach him practical agriculture, by having 
him teach himself from work done under our 
instruction. But we teach him more than 
practical agriculture. 

Teach More Than Agriculture. 

“We teach your boy that the thing that is 
at the highest premium in the world, and 
forms the biggest asset a man can have, no 
matter the sort of work he intends to enter, 
is character. 

“We might cram your boy’s head with 
book learning from now until Judgment day,. 
and, if he didn’t have any character, he will 
never be worth anything, either to himself 
or to you. With this book learning he would 
develop into an educated rascal, and there 
are too many of them loose now. Certainly, 
this is not the thing we manufacture here. 

“There is another thing we teach him, 
which, if not at a higher premium, at least 
is of equal value with book learning, and 
that is willingness to work, or energy. 

“If I edueate your boy, and he is not 
willing to work, I make out of him an edu- 
cated drone, and we have more of them in 
the world now than we can support. They 
sit around all day, from week to week, and 
from month to month, waiting for something 
to turn up, instead of going out and doing 
some turning up themselves. Their book 
learning has unfitted them for the hard work 
of life, and the easy things never come. 

“We try to keep the relative value of 
character, energy and, book learning con- 
stantly before your boy. These three receive 
equal attention from us. A man with an edu- 
cated mind, and no character, doesn’t last 
long. And even an educated mind, with a 
good character, doesn’t get a man very 
without work. So, besides the mind, 
teach the importance of character, and 
necessity for hard work. 

“We are trying to make of your boy 
only a good farmer, but a good citizen. 
are trying to turn him out well rounded, so 
he will know exactly what the world will ex- 
pect of him when he leaves here, and so he 
can go out from here and take his place with- 


out any lost motion. We are trying to save. 


him the awful price experience exacts for 
the teaching it gives.” x 
Teach Things Not Found in Books. 

Thus will any of the principals of any of 
the schools talk to you, and they will be tell- 
ing you just as it is. They are teachers of 
better preparation, more experienced in the 
ways of the world, who teach from what is in 
them, than the average boy on the farm can 
get at home. They cost more money than 
the average rural teacher, and we get more 
from them. Their teaching is not limited to 
their books, but includes the things we can't 
learn from books—the things that help us 
most. 

Some people are saying that this is the 
dawn of a new era for the ladies; that here- 
tofore they have been dependent upon men; 


but that they have now found their independ- 


ence, and intend to maintain it henceforth: 
that they will compete with the men in the 
office, in the store, in the professions; that 
they are entitled to the ballot, and intend 
to secure the right to vote, and help manage 
the government. 

These things don’t appear to worry the 
district agricultural schools, for somehow 
it is reasonable to deduce from their instruc- 
tion for the girls that they expect them to 
keep on being the wives of the men, the mak- 
ers and keepers of a home. This fundamental 
idea seems to underlie the courses of instruc- 
tion they have prepared for the girls. 

If you will ask the demestic science teach. 
er at any of the district schools—the iris 
are under the immediate care and instruction 
of.a lady teacher of domestic sclence—what 
she is trying to teach your girl, she wil! tell 
you something like this: . 

Teach Girls to Be Housekeepers, 

“All my education, my training and my 
talks to the girls are based on the idea that 
some days she will be the maker and keeper 
of a home. 


“The big trouble I find generally with our: 


education for girls is that too often we neg- 
lect this fundamental idea, and in one way 
and another pay too much attention to 
the veneer. We see to it that our girls are 
taught how to play the piano and sing; oth- 
ers see to it that they are taught the new 
styles and pretty dresses; the visiting and the 
parties, the latest style of doing up their 
hair, and the proper way to keep their finger 
nails—and nobody sees to it that they are 
taught how to make up biscuit dough, o 
what to do with a baby when it gets th 
colic.

LOOKING THEM OVER 


WITH BILLY EVANS 


DISCUSSING PLAYS THAT CONFLICT AND CONFUSE 


Scores of times during the summer 
after a runner has passed first base, 
and then turns to his left and starts 
to walk back to the base to which he 
is entitled, I hear fans and players 
shout, “Touch him—he turned wrong.” 
That statement brings up the question 
as to what are the rights of e base 
runner after he reaches first in safety. 


At one time the turning to the left 
after passing first, which is to turn in 
the direction of second base, made the 
base runner liable to be put out. For 
years and years that rule was a fix- 
ture in the playing code. In 1909 the 
rule makers changed the reading of the 
rule, and it no longer exempts the run- 
ner from the right to first and makes 
him liable to be. put out, if after reach- 
ing the base in safety he turns in the 
direction of second. 


The playing code of 1908 covered the 
play in this manner: “The base runner, 
if after overrunnin first base, HE 
TURNS IN THE DIRECTION OF, or at- 
tempts to run to second base, before 
returning to first base, he shall forfeit 
exemption from Hability to be put out. 
That is the rule that many fans of the 
old school have in mind, when they 
shout a warning after a player has 
overrun first base and then turns to 
his left in the direction of second base. 

The rule makers evidently decided 
that it should not matter how a base 
runner turned after reaching first base,

provided he made no attempt to run to 
second base. Laboring under such a 
belief, a change was made in the sec- 
tion covering the play. The sentence, 
he turn in the direction of second, was 
stricken out entirely, the 1908 book be- 
ing the last rule book in which that 
clause appeared. Issues of the playing 
code since that time treat of the pla 

in this manner. The base runner if, 
after overrunning first base, HE AT- 
TEMPTS TO RUN to second base be- 
fore returning to first, he shall forfeit 
exemption from liability to be t out. 


The new rule, I believe, is a much 
better one, because it savors more of 
fair play, and after all fair play should 
be the predominating rule in baseball. 
Often a player after beating out a hit 
or getting on through an error, with- 
out thinking of what he is doing turns 
to his left. For some people it is 
more natural to turn that way than it 
is to the right. Such an action made 
the player liable to be put out, if he 
could be touched with the ball before 
getting back to first or reaching sec- 
ond. The new rule makes it possible 
for the player to keep the play in 
front of him, thus helping the base run- 
ning end of the game. By being per- 
mitted to turn to his left, it is possible 
for the runner to immediately size up 
the play. If he believes there is a 
chance to advance, he is in a position 
to dash for second, otherwise he may 
retrace his steps to first. Under the 
old rule considerable time was lost 
turning to the right.

U. S. Supreme Court So De) 
cides in Upholding Law 
Passed by Florida. © 


Washington, aMrch 6.—The Florida 
trading stamp law, taxing each place | 


of business giving trading stamps | 


with merchandise sold, was today held , 
constitutional by the supreme court. 
The law has been repealed since the 
case arose, but was carried through 
to a conclusion because of penalties 
involved. 

The widespread practice of giving 
coupons with cigars, cigarettes and 
tobacco or premium slips or trading 
stamps with other merchandise was 
thus held to be entirely under the con- 
«rol of the states. ‘ 

The attack on the laws contended 
that the statutes were an unconstitu- 
tional discrimination against a legiti- 
Mate method of advertising and within 
the protection for freedom of contract 
contained in the federal constitution. 
The court, however, held it was for the 
legislatures to pass on the public policy 
involved in the questions and to adopt 
such regulation thereof as they might 
choose. 

The supreme court never has passed 
on the question before, but some state 
courts held coupon regulation laws un- 
constitutiorfal. 

Premium advertising has been held 
legal, however, in Alabama, California, 
Colcrado, Georgia, aMryland, Nebraska, 
_ Illinois, Rhode Island and New 
Tork,

duced.
